"An Indian Girl's Charges Agalnst Superin-

tendent Van Valkenbargh,

Lockront, N. Y., April 17.—[Special}—A
degrading charge has been made ngainst
J. H. Van Valkenburgh, who for the past 1l
years has been superintendent of the Sr.
Thomas Orphan Asylum for Indian ehildren
on the Cattaraugus reservation, by Luow
Willinms, a Tuscaryra Indian girl, nged 15
years, who has been living with her anut,
Mrs. Lydia Cusick, on the Tuscarorm reser-
vation in Niagara county. Lucy isan or-
plhan, and was an inmata of the orphan
asylum. In an aflidavit sne charges Van
Valkenburgh with gross immornlities. Rev,
George Runcunan, the head of the Presby-
terian mission, lins this affidavit. She swears
that Van Valkenburgh besrayed her in Octo-
ber, 1881, und that she has been offered
money o marry A man named Kosuth
Bishop, whom she belleves to be already
wmerried,

Mrs. Van Valkenburgh, wife of the super-
intendens, has a quantity of papers pre-
pared to dispute tne girl's statement re-
garding her hnsbaud. The Willinms sirl
says Mrs. Van Valkehburgh gave her $500 to
sign a paper, about whose contents she
kiew nothing. The matter is now in the
hands of the trustees of the asylum,

A WESTERN DEEMING.

Career of a Marrying Man Supposed
to Be the Australian Who

WENT BY THE NAME OF WILLIAMS,

He Wedded a Lo: Angeles Woman and
Deserted Her as Eoon as He

GOT POSSESSION OF HER LITTLE $2,000

fRFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

Los ANGELES, April 17.—From facts that
have come to light within a few davs, there
is little doubt that the wife murderer, Deem-
ing, of Australia, spent a portion of 1887
in Los Angeles, married a widow here, and
decamped with her savings, amounting to
€2,000. From 1886, when Deeming absconded
from Sydvey, to 1888, when he was known
in South ‘Africa, there is no trace of the

-eriminsl’s whereabouts,

A Los Angeles lawyer who saw Deem-
ing's picture in a newspaper recently was
struck with the great resemblance of the
face to that of a man who went by the name
of Williams, and flourished in Los Angeles
five years ago. He found that Charles H.
Williams first eame to Los Angeles with a
real estate agent named Shooter, from San

Francisco. Williams was a good talker,
and during the hig boom he tried to get o
loan from his friend to go into business, but
failed. Williams then obtained the neces-
sary money from Mrs. Nanny Catithsing, a
teacher of Sing Sing.

Williams' Career in Los Angeles.

Williams, in January, 1888, married Mre
Catithsing, despite remonstrances made to
that !ldLby severad friends who had sized
up the character of the man, BShortly after
the marringe Mrs, Catithsing gave lier hus.
band authority to drawagainst 2, 000she had
on deposit in bank, her savings of years.
Willianms drew all the moneyaud decamped.
He has not been neard of since.

Williams came from Aunstralia. He would
frequently tell of lnrge sums he had made in
the mines in Aunstralia. He professed to
have been n great sporting man. There are
mnny small points in common between
Willinms and the Anstralian nurderer.
Willlams had a good volce and frequently
went to singing parties, He was a handy
man, with a smattering of meehanies nud
engineering. Like Deeming, Willlams was n
Freemason. He was also a member of the
St. George Soclety, and after ha left o with-
drawal card from the Odd Fellows waa
found in his effects bLearing the name of
Mitehell.

Like Deeming, Williams refused to have
his picture taken. Mrs. Catithsing has no
pictures of him.
